HOUSING 

The  area  .bounded  by  Dogger  Lane,  Freeman  Street  and 
Theatre  Road,  which  was  previously  described  as  a  clearance  area, 
is  now  receiving  some  attention.  Seven  of  the  cottages  in 
Chapel  Yard  have  been  subject  to  application  for  Improvement  Grant, 
one  new  bungalow  has  been  completed  and  occupied  and  three  dwellings 
are  being  erected  in  Blackhorse  Yard.  In  Brigg  Sq^uare  some  improve 
ment  to  two  cottages  has  occurred  and  they  have  become  available  for 
holiday  cottages.  Two  further  cottages  are  to  be  erected  but  the 
existing  cottages  Nos.  5?  8,  7>  8,  and  9  Brigg  Sq.uare  still  require 
substantial  improvement.  There  are  no  proposals  for  dealing  with 
the  cottages  in  Mindhams  Yard  or  the  industrial/commercial  buildings 
in  the  area,  and  the  matter  is  complicated  further  because  a  nuinber  of 
the  buildings  are  listed  as  of  Historical  and  Architectural  importance. 
It  is,  therefore,  not  possible  to  forecast  when  satisfactory  housing 
will  exist  v\fithin  the  whole  of  this  area.  ■  ;  "  ,

Council _House  Building 

During  the  year  3IN0.  two  bedroom  houses  at  Neilsen  Close 
were  completed.  Negotiations  with  the  builders  commenced  for  a 
further  I5N0.  dwellings  in  1972,  but  because  of  "yardstick"  limita¬ 
tions  it  was  impossible  to  come  to  an  acceptable  figure.  However,  in 
1973,  after  pruning  the  specification,  a  contract  figure  was  accepted 
in  excess  of  the  figure  negotiated  for  the  original  dwellings  by 
almost  £10,000.00. 

During  the  year  the  Council  dem.olished  and  disposed  of  the 
lONo,  Prefabricated  Bungalows  at  Knitting  Needle  Lane  and  the  site 
was  cleared  and  prepared  for  the  erection  of  new  dwellings.

The  Cnuncil- sold  32No.  houses  to  existing  tenants,  reducing 
the  Council’s  stock  of  houses  available  for  letting  to:

SE\7AGE  AND  SIP,7AGS  DISPOSAL 

The  sev/age  works  has  been  kept  operating  in  a  reasonably 
satisfactory  manner,  and  'the  Council’s  Consulting  Engineers 
provided  "proposal's  for  sludge  drying,  but  because  of  refusal  of 
consent  to  erect  the  building  to  house  this  equipment,  the  Council 
are  still  faced  with  serious  problems  of  sludge  disposal.  In  spite 
of  considerable  negotiations  the  County  Planning  Department  still 
refuse  the  necessary  consent  to  erect  the  sludge  drying  equipment 
building. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

The  refuse  collection  system  operated  satisfactorily  during 
the  year  and  substantial  improvements  were  achieved  at  the 
Council’s  refuse  tip,  the  deposited  new  refuse  being  trenched  and^ 
covered  with  previously  deposited  refuse  to  provide  an  area  in  which 
tree  planting  has  taken  place. 

A  system  of  Incentive  Bonus  was  introduced  for  Refuse 
Collectors  in  May, 1972  and  has  operated  satisfactorily. 

Civic  Amenities  Act 

The  Council  continued  its  system  of  collecting  bulky  house¬ 
hold  refuse  at  the  premises  at  which  they  arise,  and  as  a  result 
of  pressure  from  a  Member  and  the  Department  of  the  Environment, 
a  ’’place”  in  Newgates  Lane  was  provided  for  depositing  household 
refuse.  Since  this  ’’place"  has  been  in  use  substantial  qua.ntities 
of  trade  refuse  are  deposited  there,  but  it  has  been  difficult  to^ 
determine  by  whom  and  to  this  extent  only,  the  "place”  is  being  mis¬ 


used.
